Old Fort Park. 


The question of transforming the 


Licking County fair grounds into a 
city park, is again being agitated 
and it is probable that the project 
will soon take definite 
shape 
and 


steps be taken to accomplish a great- 
ly-to-be desired result. 


Zanesville, which is a smaller city 


than Newark, has five parks, while, 
Newark has none. There is no good [ 
reason for this contrast, especially i 
when the opportunity lies before the 
city, only waiting to be grasped. 


The Licking county fair' ground 


contains 64 acres, is the third largest 
in the extent in Ohio, and the first 
from the standpoint of natural in- 
terest 
and 
beauty. 
The ancient 


mounds and stately trees make it an 
ideal spot for a park. 


The ground is under control of the 


Licking County Agricultural society 
consisting of 12 members (each elec- 
ted for three years) two of them, 
C. D. Lake and T. E Adams being 
residents of the city. The debt of 
the society is $7,500, about the same 
as it was 15 years ago. 


Now the park proposition has two 


objects in view, one of them being 
collateral, the wiping out 
of 
this 


indebtedness. It is proposed that the 
city should pay a sum of money to 
be agreed upon, all of this money to 
be expended for permanent improve- 
ments. It is expected the city would 
get the money from the sale of con- 
cessions, so that there would be lit- 
tle or no expenditure of money raised 
by taxes. 


It is further proposed that a park 


commission and a park commissioner 
should have charge of the property 
and give people 
free 
access to a 


beautiful park 


It is confidently predicted that ex- 


cursions would come to Newark, and 
meetings of farmers and others dur- 
ing the summer season would enliven 
the Old Fort grounds as m former 
years. 


The park idea does not intend any 


conflict with the county fair which 
would be held as usual under the 
auspices of the Agricultural Society. 


Councilman 
Frank 
Knauber 


brought the matter to the attention 
of the city council some time ago, 
and councilmen Knauber, T. D. Keys 
and W. C. Seward, were appointed 
a committee, which brought the mat- 
ter to the attention of the Trades 
and Labor Assembly and

That is per- 
haps asking one man to spread him- 
self out too thin. 
Still, it is doubt- 


ful if it pays him to spend more 
than an hour or two a day in book 
study. Perhaps not as much as that. 
Let him get more of his illustrations 
from the experiences of 
his 
par- 


ishioners. 


The great trouble with country life 


is lack of initiative . The comunity 
is disorganized. 
Every one works 


hard, and many necessary functions 
are not performed. If the minister 
does not dig too deep at books, if 
the rheumatic old ladies don't de- 
mand 
too 
much consolation, 
he 


should be able to boost along public 
;auses. 


The time spent in 
coaching 
an 


amateur play may not be wasted. 
He might not be contaminated by 
running a dance 
If these 
enter- 


prises keep the young people out of 
the rowdy line on the street corner, 
they serve their day and generation. 
The study of the future will not be 
so much a room lined with books, as 
the fields and shops and halls where 
men, and women work and play. 


Yet a minister must 
never 
stop 


thinking. 
His must be an originat- 


ing, initiating 
mind. The 
routine 


worker takes to books because it is 
easier to 
borrow 
ideas 
than 
to 


create them. But the minister's own 
parishioners have ideas, 
and 
very 


practical ones too. Borrow a few of 
these!

the worst instance of slovenliness in 
the common speech of today. 


Yet it is by no means of universal 


or e^en of common use. 
It will slip 


occasionally from refined lips, 
al- 


ways with a jar to the enuciator, as 
well as to the hearer. 
But the ha- 


bitual user of "ain'ts" is careless of 
refinement. 
He may be an excellent

nevertheless commendable to estab- 
lish an interdict.

New DfffJcuf/ies Imposed by 


German Government Upon Press 


Correspondents; Neutral Bureau 


(Associated Press Correspondence.) 


Berlin, Oct. 31.—For the purpose 


of facilitating the transmission of 
news from German to 
the neutral 


outer world, the 
German General 


Staff has established 
a 
"Neutral 


War Pi ess Headquarters," through 
•which 31 recognized and accredited 
correspondents in future 
will 
op- 


erate. 
The new news bureau came into 


existence during the last days of Oc- 
tober. Such members of the Gener- 
al Staff, who have in the past been 
handling the material of foreign cor- 
respondents—censors, officers, etc.— 
now form its 
personnel, and 
are 


quartered in a building at Luisen- 
strasso 31A, a few blocks away from 
the General Staff building. 


Three times a week it meets, that 
is to say, Major G— confers with 
the 
correspondents, 
explains the 


reports of the General 
Staff, 
and 


gives out such items of news as are 
available. 
In addition there is is- 


sued, daily, a composium of the for- 
eign news which concerns Germany 
and the war. 
Care has been taken to include in 


the conference only newspapermen 
•who represent established and rec- 
ognized papers, and, in the 
main, 


men who are permanently assigned 
to Berlin. 
The representatives of 


American 
news 
associations, 
the 


special 
correspondents 
of various 


American papers, as well as a num- 
ber ot Swedish, Dutch, Rumanian, 
Spanish, 
Gr,eek 
and 
Argentinean 


newspapermen are included in the 
listThe censors in the neutral 
press 


headquarters assume jurisdiction ov- 
er all dispatches of a military na- 
ture, and all trips to the front are 
to be arranged through the new de- 
partment. Unlike the censorship ar- 
rangements in many other countries, 
in this case the correspondents are 
kept exactly informed of the "fate 
of their "stories." Two extra copies 
of everything written must be sub- 
mitted to the neutral press 
head- 


quarters censor. 
One of 
these he 
retains for 
reference. The 
other 


eventually i s returned to the writer, 
with annotations showing just what 
changes, if any, have beoii made in 
his copy. 
To the end that an exact control 


may be exercised over the various 
newspapermen, they have been asked 
, to sign an agreement which la equip- 
ped with a photograph of the writer. 
IA duplicate of this picture is kept 
j on file so as to make it imossible for 
'any unauthorized person to 
repre- 


!sent himself falsely as J.he corres- 
pondent of any paper. 
A counter- 


signed agreement, also equipped with 
a photograph, serves identification 
purposes. 
i 
The agreement includes the stipu- 


lation that the reporter will transmit 
information secured by him through 
the press headquarters only to the 
newspaper or newspapers which he 


1 represents, that he will su'omit what 
he writes to the censor; that he will 
see to it that his paper or papers do 
not misrepresent the contents of his 
articles by means of false 
or mis- 


leading headlines, additions or omis- 
sions; and that 
he 
will 
furnish 


1 headquarters with two copies of the 
paper or papers which print what he 
has written. 
' 
It also stipulates that the 
news- 


papermen shall publish no pictures 
without the permission of the cen- 
sor, and that he shall in 
addition 


turn in two extra 
copies 
for 
the 


files. 
On trips to the front the di- 


rection of officers in charge is to be 
followed unquestioningly. The cor- 
respondents must promise that they 
will not leave Germany before 
the 


end of the war except with the ex- 
press permission pf the press head- 
' quarters. 
This last stipulation, it is 


pointed out, is not intended to re- 
strict any man from going home, if 
occasion requires, or from making a 
journey to a neutral 
country, but 


merely to prevent him from doing 
what a few correspondents have done 
during the war-—traveling 
on 
the 


strength of a passport from a neu- 
tral country from one battlefront to 
another, on opposite sides 
of 
the 


struggle.

BARGER URGES 


RIFLE PRACTICE 


ASOEFENSE 


The need of a greater national de-* 


fense was outlined briefly by Col. B. 
L. Barger 
in a short 
talk 
given 


Thursday 
evening at the city hall 


before a small gathering of Newark 
men interested in 
military 
affairs 


here. 
Because of the bad weather 


the attendance at the, meeting was 
not large and no effort was made to 
urge* upon those present the propo- 
sition of an enlistment in the local 
company of the National Guard. 


The meeting was informal. Capt. 


Vern Priest, former commanding of- 
ficer of Company G, was asked to 
explain the object of the 
meeting 


and he told of the desire to secure a 
reorganization of the local company 
of militia. 
He introduced Colonel 


Barger, who gave a short talk. 


Colonel Barger said' 
that 
there 


was no way of knowing how soon 
this country would find itself in need 
of a strong organization for national 
defense and that the recruiting and 
training of a strong National Guard 
was one of the ways of getting this 
defensive body. 


He explained the need of military 


training, particularly the 
need of 


training in the use of the rifle to get 
the best 
results 
from a body of 
troops. 


He said that in the earlier days of 


this country's history, her 
citizens 


were, largely, natural 
riflemen by 


reason of 
their 
environment, but 


that day had passed. 


Long 
range 
lighting as is used 


now is different from the point-blank 
fighting of fifty or a hundred years 
ago and for this reason it is import- 
ant that Americans be trained in the 
use of the ritle up to 1200 yards. 


This training, with the additional 


instruction of a military nature is ot- 
fered by the national guard to those 
who enlist and it is highly probable 
that the federal government will ex- 
tend greater aid and encouragement 
to the state militia in the future. 


With the needed training in the 


use of the rifle, the guard will in- 
struct its members in military tac- 
tics, proper care of themselves 
in 


pctive service 
and fit them to be- 


come at least nor.-commissioned of- 
ficers in case the nation finds her- 
self in need of a large body of men 
and the trained military men to drill 
them. 
He called 
attention to the excel- 


lent chances of appointment as of- 
ficers of trained military men even 
though they have been 
no 
more 


than privates in the guard, in case a 
voluntary army is raised 
quickly 


These trained men are needed to in- 
struct the new recruits. 


Col. 
Barger declared that Newark 


had always had a 
good company 


though it was not 
large, 
and he 


thought the city should present 
a 


company of national guard 
which 


would be a credit to Newark and the 
state. 


Col. 
Barger was accompanied to 


the city by Major Frank D. Hender- 
son. 
At -the meeting were 
several

twitchings of certain tiny muscles; 
some had pains in the nerves of the 
legs; and still others had a very 
curious disturbance of vision, hear- 
ing, taste, smell and even of mem- 
ory."

rheumatism, gout, 
bowel 
disturb- 


ances, dyspepsia, 
auto-intoxication 


and the like the account does 
not 


say. 
Dr. Gray continues, "It»is the 


same unbalanced (better, overbal- 
anced) ration that is working havoc 
in our American homes. 
For every 


case among the 500 men on 
that 


ship, there are thousands of indi- 
viduals in the same condition in ev- 
ery state in the Union. Why should 
there not be when the dietetic con- 
ditions are practically identical?" 


Dr. Lusk, of Cornell 
University 


says: 
"There is little doubt that 


excessive consumption of meat con- 
stitutes a very grave and unneces- 
sary economic waste. 
It is part of 


the spirit that demands the motor 
car, the luxuries of life, as well as 
its necessities." For the same rea- 
son that the poor man covets the 
rich man's automobile, he also cov- 
ets the rich man's diet, and conse- 
auently the rich man's diseases are 
on the increase. 


"It is just such habits as these," 


says Dr. Paulson, "that makes most 
of the physician's work and worry: 
that bring on the ever increasing 
flood of Bright's disease, heart dis- 
ease, 
apoplexy, neuresthenia and 


cancer. The patient expects the doc- 
tor to cure them without reforming 
them; but it cannot be done as the 
Bible declares, 'Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.' It is 
becoming increasingly evident that 
if we want to renew our health we 
must reform our diet."

ership has been displayed among the 
girls. 


During the summer of 1914 fne 
girls from 
Newark 
attended 
the 


Club Girls' Council at Summerjand 
Beach, ^here 150 girls 
from Ohio 


met to discuss and make plans tor 
an Industrial Federation. 


Following this council, our field 


industrial secretary, Miss MacCorkle, 
spent several days m Newark. -She 
Visited practically all the industrial 
centers, inviting the girls to come to 
a meeting at the Y. W. C. A. This 
was in October. 
About thirty girls 


•were present at this meeting 
and 


they voted to organize an Incubator 
club and to hatch 
out 
individual 


clubs as soon as possible. In order 
to federate it was necessary to have 
100 girls in clubs. 
Their aim was 


to have this number by January 1st. 


A prize was offered to the 
club 


Vhich was organized first, and two 
clubs tied for this prize, completing 
their organization and reporting to 
the association about the same time. 
Two other clubs were soon organ- 
ized and on January 12th a federa- 
tion was formed with 135 members. 
On this date a banquet was held at 
the First Presbyterian church. The 
Heisey club had the honor 
place, 


they having the largest membership. 
Following the banquet a very beau- 
tiful and impressive recognition ser- 
vice was held at the 
High School 


auditorium. Several addresses were 
given and in Mrs. Hunter's talk 
a 


miniature incubator was used and it 
Was gradually withdrawn trom 
the 


Stage as she bade farewell to that 
phase of the organization, for the 
federation is 
now 
"hatched 
and 
grown." 


Monday night is industrial night 


at the Y. W. C. A. and the girls are 
Very much interested in the classes 
provided for them. 
Once a month 


each club holds, a business and so- 
cial meeting, and 
occasionally 
a 


meeting of the entire federation is 
held.

Hulling Fencepoots. 


The Increased demand for feucepoets 


baa Induced some far seeing farmer* to 
raise them for sale as well us for their 
own use. It takes time, of course, to 
do tbls, yet u shorter period than most 
persons suppose. A plantation of lo- 
custs can be brought to fence post size 
in five years from seed. The seed are 
first scalded with boiling water and 
then after soaking overnight are sow- 
ed an inch apart hi rows twp feet 
apart. They are subsequently thinned 
to stand four inches tipart and are 
mulched with straw during the first 
year. As they Increase in size they are 
again thinned until they stand finally 
eight feet apart From time to time a* 
growth develops they are trimmed to 
prevent their becoming top heavy, and 
at the end of the fifth year they are 
ready for the market Each tree will 
cut an average of three posts, and 650 
trees are grown to the acre. In most 
localities these will sell for from 20 to 
35 cents each, netting the farmer no 
less than $390, or $05 per acre per year. 
—Exchange.

Chocolate, Spanish Style. 


To know the finest method for mak- 


ing chocolate or cocoa one must learn 
of the practice in Spain or in one of 
the Spanish American countries.

Our nearest 
approach to this is an enameled ware 
dout>le boiler. Indeed, this is a per- 
fectly satisfactory substitute for the 
heavy and fragile chocolate pots fa- 
vored by some of the Spanish coun- 
tries. The second point is that choco- 
late is better if not served freshly 
made. Chocolate and cocoa are much 
smoother and the flavor is much im- 
proved if they arc prepared some hours 
>efore service. Cook the chocolate in 
he enameled ware boiler very thor- 
oughly. Set in a cool place and let 
stand until required. Then heat to the 
boiling point and serve either with or 
without whipped cream.

Early Coal Discoveries. 


The first mention of coal iu the tef* 


ritory which afterward became toe 
United States has heretofore beer, cred- 
credited to Father Louis Ilennepin, 
who showed on a map published in 
1G8!> the location of a "cole mine" along 
Illinois river near the site of the pres- 
ent city of Ottawa. According to S. O. 
Andres of the Illinois state geological 
survey, the credit for this first mention 
of coal does not belong to Hennepiu, 
as the discovery of coal In the Uniteu 
States by Europeans was made by 
Jollet and Marquctte in 1C73. How- 
ever, nearly a century and a half 
elapsed after the discovery of coal in 
Illinois before mining began. 
The 


Journal of the Franklin institute for 
1836 states that the first mining op- 
erations conducted by white men were 
at the Mount Carbon mines, In .lack- 
son county, HI. These mines were 
opened In 1810 and worked to a small 
extent for many years. The earliest 
recorded production was In 1833. when 
6,000 tons of ec.il is *»id to have been 
mined.—Detroit Freo Press.

When the seal is to tie 
affixed to a document a lump of wax 
is softened in hot water and cooled in 
cold \vater, after which it is, placed be- 
tween the two plates and pressed

comes out in the shape of a disk, with 
an impression on each side

ed to the seal \v ho vv as quite as proud 
of his office as the loid chancellor -was 
of his 
That was "Chaff v\.ix," whose 


sole business was to melt the wax and 
to take the impressions of the great 
seal as often as requned

remembers the last of the "Chaffwax- 
es," a rosy cheeked old gentleman who 
lived long to enjoy the pension that a 
grateful country granted him for his 
important sen-ices Those services are 
now performed by an unnamed subor- 
dinate in the chancellor's office.

"The Telegraph and Telepheme Con- 
troversy."—London Mirror. 


The Jellyfish. 


The bay of Naples abounds in me- 


dusae, or jellyfish, often growing as 
large as two feet in diameter and 
weighing fifty and sixty pounds. Some 
of them shine at night with a green- 
ish light and are known as noctiluca 
(night lanterns) by the natives. Tho 
jellyfish sometimes make migrations 
in great groups, sometimes so large 
and so thick as to impede the naviga- 
tion of vessels, like the floating plants 
in the Sargasso sea of the tropics. 
These shoals of medusae, as they are 
called, may be so dense that a piece 
of timber plunged in among them will 
be held upright as if stuck in the 
mud, 
and ordinary rowboats cannot 


force their way through them. Their 
migrations have never been explained. 
They are irregular and occur at no 
particular season of the year and un- 
der no particular Influences.
